A REBUKE 

A correspondent, in traversing the 
criticisms recently’ passed on Mr. L.

Mr. Soyka is per- 
feclly. capable of defending _ his 
interest in company matters, but good 
manners should deter eritles trom 
ridieuling his alleged weakness in 
English. He is far more fluent in 
English than many of his critics 
probably are in. his native tongue. 
[This source of ill-judged merriment 
is far too frequently invoked. It is, 
perhaps, 9 relic of an insularity’ 
Which even travel as far as Shang- 
hai does not always correct. The 
English stage in the days of Queen 
'Vietoria revelled in the erudities of 
low comedy characlerizations of 
Frenchmen or Germans, flounderi 
through the mazes of “broken Eng- 
ish,” blissfully unconscious apparent 
ly of the wrong done to the Fresfch 
for German language by Englishmen 
fon the Continent. Happily the stage 
fg now better advised and Mr. Siney 
‘Howard has unctuously pilloried the 
|mind which strongly objects toa French 
‘railway porter’s ignorance of tho 
English tongue. Shanghai should be 
jsuMiclently impressed by the «daily 
proofs of the facility of other ma- 
Hons in the English tongue to avoid 
Jsolecisms such as are now so prop- 
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jerly rebuked.

A TEA STORM. 


Beyond what they have seen in the 
press, tea exporters have not heard 
‘ny details of Uhe trouble between the 
Anhwei authorities and the local tea 
hhonas to which references were made 
in the news columns of this journal 
twice last week, Into the merits of 
the dispute there is no disposition to 
enter but it is obvious that ‘the 
‘Anhwel Government's sudden decision 
‘to exercise control at a time when the 
ea chould be on the point of pluck- 
ing for export raises a diMicult prob- 
Jem, ‘There is a danger that any 
delay in receipt by London of sup- 
plies may permanently damage the 
trade with disastrous effects. Keemun 
fs the last remaining satisfactory tea 
trade between England and China, 
both to growers and to exporters. and 
it seems a pity to tamper with the 
only healthy demand when s0 many 
Teas from other districts really do 
need Government attention. In any 
case {1 is highly improbable that any 
faction could increase consumption, 
since Keemun alone is a high quality 
trade, confined mainly to the United 
Kingdom, appealing to. a limited 
public, It seems to be a case of 
swopping horses when crossing. the 
Stream, If arrangements to institute 
‘government control aro contemplated 
the more sultable time to start is in 
November as then the trade has 
sufficient nolice to enable it to adjust 
itself to the new conditions.

He became Secretary 
for Scotland in 1905 and resigned 
that appointment on being chosen to 
suceced the late Lord Carmichiel as 
Governor of Madras.

Not to Be Supreme Executive 
in New Constitution 


Nanking, Apr. 22. 
“The President shall 
ise the supzeme executive pow- 
which formed the focus of dis- 
cussions during recent constitutional 
conferences, has teen removed from 
‘the draft Constitution by the Bx- 
amination Commitice of the Central 
Executive Committee. Mr. Sun Fo, 
President of the Legislative Yuan, 
heartily endorsed the omission of thi 
‘clause, which, he believed, would 
avoid ‘the tranisformation of ihe pres- 
ent ““fve-power” for of government 
Into a unilateral ene. 

‘Mr, Sun's opinion is stated to have 
gainca the support of Gen. Chiang 
Kai-shek, who, in his recent letters 
to Dz, Wang Chung-hui, Mr. Tai Chi- 
tao, Mr. Yeh Chu-tsang, and Mr, Sun, 
took the same stand. 

‘Mr, Sun further stated that argu 
‘ments have been advanced by various 
circles with regard to the powers of 
the President, Some maintain that 
the clause should read:—"The Presi- 
dent shall exercise the supreme 
governing power”; while others think 
it should be changed to “the Presi~ 
dont’ shall administer "all political 
‘affairs,” A decision on this matter. is 
expected to. be reached at 
morrow's meeting of the Standing 
Commitee of the CEC—Central 
News. 




















No Postponement Envisaged 


Nanking, Apr. 25, 

‘The Dratt Constitution of the Re- 
public of China, parts of which are 
Deing revised, will definitely be Bro- 
mulgated on’ May 5 and no post 
ponement is being entertained, the 
Gentrel News Agency learned ‘trom 
oMiclal circles to-day. 

‘Tho revisions that were made in 
the draft during the past two weeks 
and were approved by the Standing 
Committee of the Central Executive 
Committee’ on Thursday have ‘been 
referred to the Legislative Yuan, 

‘The revised clauses, some of which 
concrete form and 
yneral principles, will be 
formally examined by a sub-Commit- 
tee of eight members of the Logis- 
lative Yuan olther next Monday oF 
‘Tuesday, it was leamed. 

‘The Committee, appointed by Mr. 
Sun Fo, President of the Yuan, is 
composed of Mr. Liang Han-tsao, ‘Dr. 
Fu Ping-chang, Dr. John C. Wu, Dr. 
‘Ma Yin-chu, Mr, Wu Shang-ying, Mr, 
Ho Sul, Mr. Lin Pin and Mr. Chal 
‘Tseng-cheh. . 

Following thelr examinatién, it is 
stated, the rovised draft will be sub- 
mitted for approval to the weekly 
‘meeting of the Legislative Yuan next 
Friday in time for its promulgation 
on May 5, 

‘As to the revisions, it was learned 
that two important clauses in the 
original Draft Constitution are to be 
striken out, namely: 

A—The Prosident shall 
supreme executive power. 

2—The Constitution shall, come into 
force on the day of promulgation. 

‘Other revisions “are as follows 

T—The terms of ofllce of the Pro- 
aldont, ‘Vice-President and delegates: to 
{he National People's Congress shall be 
changed from 4 to 0 years, 

2aThe lerms of office of presidents 
of the Execullve Yuan, Control Yuan, 
Examination Yuan, Legislative Yuan,

MARRIED WOMEN IN 
FACTORIES 


‘Eighteen Regulations Drawn 
Up By Government 


Nanking, Apr. 27. 

Consideration for the welfare of the 
large number of married women 
‘workers employed in Chinese factories 
ig the keynote of a set of 18 regula- 
tions completed: by the Ministry of 
Industries. 

‘A factory with more than 100 
married women labourers on its pay- 
roll, according to the regulations, is 
required to set aside special rooms 
where the mothers can feed their 
babies. 

‘The rogulations which have been 
approved by the Executive Yuan also 
provide that a factory employing more 
than 300 married women workers is 
required to establish nurseries where 
the mothers may leave their babies 
under the care of competent nurses 
during thelr working hours—Central 
News. 





NATIONAL PEOPLE’: 
CONFERENCE 


All Constitutional Powers to 
Be Exercised 


‘Nanking, Apr. 25. 

‘The National People’s Congress 
which will be convened in Nanking 
fon November 12 shall exereise all 
Such powers as are conferred by the 
Constitution. 

‘This was the decision reached at 
the weekly meeting of the Legisle 
tive Yuan held yesterday after 
heated debates when discussing the 
‘organie law of the National People's 
Congress. 


“Article ‘Two of the organic law 
states that the People's Congress shall 
be entitled to (1) decide on the Con- 
stitution and (2) exercise all such 
Powers as are conferred by the Con- 
stitution, 

‘The legislators were split into two 
jeamps concerning point (2) of Article 
Two, the opposition contending that 
the People's Congress to be held in 
November should ‘be given the pow- 
cers to decide on the Constitution but 
hot {0 exercise other such powers as 
fare conferred by the Constitution. 

‘Their arguments pointed out that 
November Congress 13 not of the 
same nature as the National Peo- 
jple’s Congress as provided in the 
‘draft constitution "and therefore 
should not be entitled to exercise all 
Such powers as are conferred by the 
Constitution to the regular People’s 
|Congress 

‘At a vote, however, the opposition

‘The organization. called Chinese 
National Revolutionary Federation, 
was alleged to have been established 
by the former military leaders of 
the Nineteenth Route Army, including 
Gens. Chen Ming-shu, Chiang Kuang 
nal, Twal Ting-kai, and oso Li Chal- 
sum. Its headquarters was sald to| 
be in Hongkong. 

Four of the arrested persons were 
later released, while six were sent 
toa roformatory. It is reported that 
the released persons will issue a elr- 
cular exposing the secret organization | 
‘and expressing thelr repentance. 

‘The ralds were made recently, but 
the ban on publication of the news 
was lifted by the provinetal authori- 
ties yesterday. 





JAPANESE OFFICERS 
CONFER 


Sino-Japanese Action Against 
Keds Believed Discussed 


Peiping, Apr. 25. 
‘Major-General Matsumoro, chiet of 
ithe Special Service Bureau’ of the 
Japanese Garrison, and Major Imai, 
[Japanese Military Attaché here, left 
for Tientsin this morning for the 
[purpose of conferring with Mjor~ 
[General Nagami, Chief-of-Staft of 
the Garrison, and other Japanese 
military leaders. It is probable that 
they will also see General Sung Cheh- 
chairman of the Hopel-Chahar 
Political Council, or some of his ol- 
Teagues, 

‘The subjects of the recent  Sino- 
Japanese conversations have not been 
Jdisclosed, but there is a general be- 
lief among well-informed Chinese 
that the Japanese authorities are at 
present confining thelr efforts to 
securing a pact with the local author!- 
{es for joint Sino-Japanese action 
‘sgainst the Reds. 

‘When this is secured, it is believed 
that Japanese troops are likely to be 
stationed at strategie points on all 
railways in Hopel and Chahar. This 
will be possible when reinforcements 
Jarrive in ‘Tientsin in July, as it is 
Hully expected that the Japanese gar- 
ison there will be raised from 2,000 





to 10,000 men.—Reuter, 


MANCHU RECOGNITION 
SOUGHT 


Hirota 3-Point Programme 
Explained by Tokyo 


Tokyo, Apr. 24. 

‘The Three-Point Programme. pro- 
posed by Mr. K. Hirota, the Japonese 
Prenior, docs not require China to 
lextend de jure recognition to Man- 
‘choukuo, a spokesman of the Foreign 
‘Ofice to-day told foreign correspund- 
ents, 

‘The programme, he added, aims at 
{the establishment of normal ‘relations 
between China and Japan and the! 
maintenance of peace and order in 
East Asia, 

“Realization of the three principles,” 
he declared, “would, however, in- 
volve de facto recognition of Man- 
‘choukuo by China."—Domel, 

Reuter quotes the spokesman as. 
Jraying that the three points are the 
basic’ idea for the readjustment of 
Sino-Japanese relations. “We are not 
demanding the recognition of Ma 
‘choukuo," he added, “but good rela- 
tions between China, Japan and Man~ 
choukuo call for Chinese recogaition 
fof the new State.” 

Sacred Obligation of Both 
Tokyo, Apr. 25. 

‘China and Japan are bound by| 
tes of blood, culture and mutual in-| 
ter-dependence, and must join forces| 
{for a furtherance of thelr commen 
prosperity and well-being.” declared) 
Mr. H. Arita, the Foreign Minister, 
Jat a reception to foreign press cor- 
respondents to-da} 

“They must join forces,” he added, 
“even if it may seem inevitable that, 
rom time to time, they will encounter 
[vexing problems from the very fact 
fof thelr geographical propinqulty. 

“As the two greatest nations in east] 
‘Asia, we must strive to promote snd| 
perpetuate friendly and effective co: 
operation which will go far towards| 
ensuring stability in this 
world.” 

‘Japan, he continued, was anxious] 
to secure the stabilization of east 
‘Asia, foster cordial relations between| 
‘all countries, contribute to world 
peace and enkance the welfare of 
mankind. 

He declared that the world was 
being harried and harrassed by re- 
current perils of war, and stated that 
he thought that this’ was due to 
tesmen of the world belng too much 
‘absorbed in problems of establishing 
peace machinery. 

No Thought of Aggression 

“They tiave paid scanty attention 
to consideration of the more import- 
fant task of eliminating the causes 
tending to disturb the general peace," 
he stated. 

“The great Powers skould do thelr 
‘best to maintain peace in those 
regions where they can effectively 
extend their stabilizing influence: 

“It is our settled conviction,” Mr. 
Arita continued, “that the stabiliza 
tion of east Asia constitutes an in. 
[dispensable demand for 
our national existence. 
it our sacred obligation to mankind to 
see that peace and order are pre- 
served in these regions. 

“For this reason, we deem it of 
urgent necessity to’ readjust relation- 
Jships between Japan, China and 
[Soviet Russia, with Manchoukuo as 
link, with the view of insugurating| 
Jcordial and neighbourly relations en- 
hhanging the cause of peace. 

Referring to the “frequent and un- 
fortunate frontier disputes which 
Jseemingly have given rise to many 
slarming rumours in Europe and the 
United States," Mr. Arita declared 
that “we have no thought of resort- 
Ing to action unless others launch 
laggression upon us.’ 

‘Mutual Co-operation 

‘Mr, Arita, at the conclusion of his 
‘statement, was swamped with ques- 
tions, one of which was whether co-

economic co-operation between the 
two countries “would naturally be 
mutual,” He added that Sino-Japanese 
‘questions would be settled in the

Japan. Yet Tokyo, under the sage 
guidance of Mr. Hirota “and Mr. 
Arita, will fully appreciate the wis- 
dom of Mr. Ariyoshi’s insistence on| 
the difficulties confronting the Gov-_ 
ernment at Nanking. The curious| 
flirtations between ‘the “autono-| 
mous” enclave of East Hopel with’ 
the Manchoukuo administration, 
the development of that enclave| 
as a kind of buffer slate between 
Manchoukuo and North China, the| 
restrictions placed _on the legitimate| 
operations of the Chinese Matitime| 
Customs’ preventive erulsers in the| 
Gulf of Pichili, the -symbolical| 
sacrifice of extratefritoriality to the| 
grace of Hsinking, and the general 
subservience of northern events to] 
the wishes of the Kwantung Army| 
make it difficult to understand how, 
the essential factor of equality can’ 
be imported into a Sino-Japanese’ 
setllement.

LESTER HOSPITAL 
Aprit 22, 


Again the Lester Chinese Hospital 
has to record a deficit on the year's 
working. Last year the grim fgure 
stood at $23,000. ‘This year it has 
reached $33,000, in spite of drastic 
economies, fervent appeals for sup~ 
port and the admitted high standard 
of service which the institution 
renders to the community. In pro- 
viding for the treatment of Chinese 
patients the Hospital, in a congested 
urban area, serves the interests of 
the predominant element in Shang-| 
hai’s population. Mr. Louis Beale 
yesterday pleaded its cause. with 
more than eloquent insistence, for, 
in conformity with the commercial 
instincts which must govern anyone 
holding his official position, he gave 
solid grounds for more practical ap- 
preciation of the Hospital's lakours. 
Tm particular he drew attention to 
the magnificent work which is be- 
ing done in the training of patients 
with the dual object of enabling 
their minds to assist the benevolent 
curative processes brought to bear 
upon their bodies and of fitting 
them after discharge for economic 
independence. In ministering 0 
200,000 out-patients in the year the 
Hospital performs funelions which 
cannot be described otherwise than 
{in terms of high appreciation. The 
Jocal municipal bodies recognize its 
benefits so far as their resources 
and other commitments permit. 
Foreign philanthropy—notably the 
Shanghai Race Club—has given the 
institution substantial endowment, 
but the growth of Shanghai has 
naturally increased the demands 
‘made on it beyond original expecta- 
tions. Happily Chinese generosity 
has given firmer support to the 
Hospital and Mr. Beale was able to 
note that in 1935 Chinese subscrip- 
tions amounted to more than double 
the total figure recorded in 1934, 
but even so, they represented less 
than’a tenth of the deficit. Tt is 
lear that something will have to be 
done to relieve the authorities of the 
pressing anxieties which so cramp) 
their activities. 

‘The Hospital has done Its part in 
prudently facing this financial dim- 
cully. It has refrained—regretful- 
ly and reluetantly—from develop- 
Ing the scheme for. a Convalescent; 
Home, although land in Hungjao 
has been provided for that purpose. 
It has instituted a system of pay- 
ments for services in accordance 





stringency and heavier demands! 
fon their services, have found some. 
relief in devising a scale of charges 
for patients whose circumstances 
do- not justify entirely gratuitous 
treatment at public expense. Many’ 
of them have created almeners’ de- 
partments in which skilled feminine. 
investigators have performed valu- 
able duties by enabling the 
Hospitals to give. medical and 
surgical relief in the knowledge that, 
the beieficiaries, according to their 
means, have contributed (0 the 
/hospitals’ maintenance. ‘The almo-| 
ners department, too, acts as 
mentor in providing patients with 
advice and assistance which are 
‘outside the purely medical scope of| 
thelr respectivecases. Machinery of 
this kind Is clearly at work in the 
Lester Hospital’s “occupational 
therapeutic” department. It might] 
‘well be extended. The efficiency of| 
the organization is clearly shown by 
the remarkable improvement in the 
health of the’ staff. ‘The gain of 509 
working days in the year proves that. 
[Hospital itself leaves nothing undone 
to create the surest basis of 
economy—efficient administration, 

Mr. Beale appealed for a com~ 
bined British and Chinese effort in. 
helping the Hospital to regain its 
financial balance. The appeal 
should not fall on deaf cars. Last 
year this journal suggested that 
something might be done in 
developing a sustained programme 
of publicity. How far that sugges- 
tion has been adopted it might be 
pertinent to inquire. There can be 
tile doubt that the ordinary chan- 
nels of appeal have been fully 
tested. Yet, in spite of the pre 
valent depression, it is impossible to 
believe that the large resources of 
the Chinese community in particular 
have been touched to an extent’ 
commensurate with the benefits 
which the Hospital confers upon the 
people of this city. It might be 
possible to consider the launching] 
of a speéial campaign which would 
attract the direct interest of bene- 
volent and well-to-do Chinese 
residents. Whether this could be 
done by some method of associating 
donations with specie branches of 
the Hospital's activity the authori- 
ties would probably be in a position 
to consider. ‘The bald fact is that the 
Hospital is essential to the welfare 
of Shanghai. It cannot continue to 
perform its duties with full regard 
to the responsibilities thrown upon 
it, if it Is constantly struggling with 
a’ load of debt. As'the result of 
Mr. Beale’s lucid exposition of the 
condition of affairs, It might be well 
to contemplate the creation of rome 
ad hoc organization for the sole 
purpose of eliminating that deficit 
and placing the Hospital in such a 
financial position that its normal 
development and expansion can be 
no longer impeded.

from grace. It certainly may claim 
indulgence seeing that in setting 
aside £1 million for the formation 
of a company to assist the distressed 
areas—a decision which will be 
criticized only on the ground that 
the amount seems to be inadequate 
Mr, Chamberlain cannot be ac- 
cused of excessive rigidity in apply- 
ing convervative principles to his 
Budget.

Mr. Newsham rocognizes that ‘Sir 
‘Austen is not throwing collective 
security overboard but insisting 
that it shall be better ensued and 
better protected. Reaching ground 
common to most intelligent people 
it may be said that no-one wishes 
to sce another “world” or “Euro- 
pean” War for the simple reason 
that, as Mr. Stanley Baldwin has 
pointed out, it would mean the 
complete collapse of civilization as 
at present _ understood. Now, 
whether the League of Nations has 
been ill-conducted or has failed 1o 
fulfl the tasks assigned to it may 
be a matter of opinion. Mr. New- 
sham's inquiry is why it should 
bbe thought necessary to ridicule the 
League. ‘There is a curious freak 
of thought which has puzzled many 
people. It possibly arises from 
that brahminical superiority which 
certain officials of the League and 
certain devotees of the League of 
Nations Union have seen fit to 
adopt. It may represent a 
resistance to that brain-gloriousness 
which Mr. Wyndham Lewis recent 
ly pilloried when, in discussing 
how far the principles of intel- 
lectual freedom had been breached 
in England, he remarked: 


A repressive “leftwing" orthoJoxy 
has for long existed in Great 
Britain, Freedom to 
view except one of a 
tendency has been, if not dis 
allowed, so much discouraged a5 10 
make it not worth any bright boy's 
while {o transgress, A tendency 
‘only, of course, is what is required 
of you—nothing out and out, which 
would alarm the public, You must 
be “detached” you must bo one of 
the “Friends of Russia," not one of 
the Wild Red Men in person.

THE BOAT RACE 


‘Judging from the accounts of the 
Oxford and Cambridge boat race 
which have reached Shanghai through 
the mails, Cambridge's "superiority 
was by no means as great as the five 
lengths victory would seem to sug- 
gest. ‘The Cambridge crew on the 
day" of the race were not so well 
together as they had been during 
practice, while the Oxford eight ex- 
celled themselves and rowed with a 
rhythm and life which they had 
never displayed ‘before. The Cam- 
bridge victory seems to have been 
due largely to the fact that there 
were some exceptionally fine oarsmen 
Jn the boat. Laurie and Wilson have 
been specially mentioned by the 
critics, ‘They have been described by 
‘Mc, P, “Haig Thomas, the former 
Cambridge coach who has been as- 
sisting Oxford this year, as in a class 
fby themselves. ‘The predictions of 
[the prophets that Cambridge would

[Oxford led during the whole of the 
Jarst part of the race when the water 
‘was roughest and conditions favoured 
the more experienced crew.

THE PALESTINE POLICE 


Few police forces have as difficult 
Ja task as that of the Palestine police 
for, ironical as it may deem, the 
country which gave the birth to the 
most beautiful and pacifle religion 
the world has known is extraordinarily 
prolific in situations leading to 
trouble, Latest telegrams — from 
Palestine describe further riots 
tween Arabs and Jews necessitating 
strictest police measures for life in 
the Palestine police is no sinecure. 
Recruited originally from the Black 
‘and Tans in Ireland when Palestine 
came under the British mandate, the 
Palestine Police has been gradually 
transformed into a mixed force of 
about 3,000 men, of whom 700 are 
British, in command of Mr. R. G. B. 
Spicer, -who is Inspector-General of 
Police’ and Prisons. ‘The detachment 
‘of 700 men is Britain's Foreign Legion, 
It the phrase could be used, The men 
ore recruited for a two year term, 
undergoing training on the barrack 
square, live in barracks and patrol a 
beat of desert and city from the 
‘Mediterranean coast to Transjordania 
‘and from the Suez Canal to the 
French mandated territory of 
Lebanon, Public schoolboys, second

Frotests from British and 
American Oil Companies 
‘Tientsin, Apr. 22. 
The increasing seriousness’ of the 
smugaling problem in North China is 
emphasized by the inclusion of 
gasoline and Kerosene in the list 
‘of commodities pouring into. this 
territory ‘without payment of duty to 
the Chinese. Maritime Customs. The 
British and American oll companies, 
whose interests are affected, are 
lodging protests “with the local 
Customs.

Hope} Autonomous Government tnd 
are being charged only 2 fraction of 
the duties which would be imposed by 
‘the Chinese Maritime Customs. In 
the case of gasoline and kerosene, the 
East Hopei authorities are charging 
one-quarter the regular tarift. 

‘The goods, it is believed, are comirig 
into North China mainly from Dalren, 
ahd the importers concerned are 
reaping a rich harvest. as are the 
private transport companies stated to 
be connected with the exporters there. 
It is alleged that 4,600 cases of Japan- 
ese kerosene have been landed at 
Puhokow, ten miles from Changli, 
and 700 cases at Tunglichwang, in the 
vicinity of Chinwangtao. The con- 
signments, it is said, are handled by 
brokers with headquarters at Changli, 
‘and Chinwangtao, who are connected 
with the exporters at Dairen, 

Supplies consisting of 2,000 cases of 
kerosene and 1,000 of gasoline already 
have been conveyed to Tientsin, and 
further shipments are arriving on the 
East Hopel coast —Reuter. 

‘Tackled by Post OMmce 
Tientsin, Apr. 23. 

The ussistance of the local Posial 
Aaministration has been solicited by 
‘the Customs in the matter of check- 
ing smuggling activities in ‘Tientsin, 
and measures have been drawn up 
Jointly by the two authorities to pre-

Large quantities of all kinds of 
smuggled goods, weighing over 50.000 
tons, have been dumped during the 
last four weeks in various cities along 
the Tientsin-Pukow and Lunghai Rail- 
ways, including Tsinan, Hsuchow, 
Kaifeng, Chengchow, Pengpu, and 
other cities. All these smuggled goods 
came from Tientsin, 

‘The Tientsin Customs authorities, 
it is stated, are helpless to check the 
smuggling, while the railways are 
forced to ship the goods. as the freight 
charges have been duly paid. While 
it is as yet uncertain what effect the 
dumping of the illicit goods will have 
on the local markets, a general drop 
in the price level of all commodities 
has been noted in several places dur- 
ing the last few weeks Central News. 




















947 ADDED TO LIST OF

COUNTERFEITING IN 
HONGKONG 


$100,000 of Spurious Coins in 
Circulation 
Front Our Oww Conuisrowpest 


Hongkong, Apr. 20. 
Counterfeit banknotes and cupro- 
nickel coins are prevailing in the 
Colony to-day. The forgeries are more 
in evidence day after day since the 
introduction of the  cupro-nickel 
coins as the substitute of silver. 
Only recently false bank notes of 
the one dollar denomination issued 
by the Hongkong Government made 
their appearance. “At a glance one 
can hardly distinguish the forged 
noles from the genuine. 

‘According to Mr. L. A, Barton, 
cashier of the Treasury “Department, 
the forged $1 notes can be disti 
guished by the following compari 
The colour of the forged notes is 
of a light shade of purple, and the 
shading from purple to white is not 
giadual. The likeness of His late 
‘Majesty King George V, is blurred 
‘and the eyebrows are too ‘pronounced, 
In comparing the framework of 
a forged note and a genuine one, 
many differences have been revealed. 
‘The dark shading in the forgery on 
the front and back sides is not deep 
‘enough. The green and orange tones 
are also more pronounced in the 
genuine note than in the forged one. 
‘The bottcm left-hand number is 
Inclined to be too high in the forged 
banknote, The quality of the paper 
is stiff and possesses a “dead feeling.” 


Forged Cupro-nickel Coins 


Besides forged notes, at present the 
market is being flooded by an enor- 
mous amount of counterfeit ten-cent 
piece cupro-nickel coins, ‘The differ- 
fence between the genuine and the 
forgery is even more dificult to 
distinguish than the false bank notes, 
since their quality appears more or 
less the same with those of the 
genuine ones. ‘The finishing touch 
‘of the counterfeit coin Is not s0 
skilfully or minutely done, ‘The 
edge of the circumference of the 
forgery is slightly curved and a 
tile thicker when compared with 
those minted by the Government. 

It As stated that over $100,000 of 
such forged coins are in circulation 
in the Colony to-day. Of late many 
forgery plants have been raided by 
the police, and the local authorities 
have meted out heavy punishment 
to the culprits, Despite the fact that 
the police are taking drastic measures 
to check their activities, the cireula~ 
tion of counterfeit notes and coins 
shows no sign of subsiding. 











BRITISH SHIP AIDS 
JAPANESE FLIERS 


Deliberate Destruction of 
Machine 


Chetoo, Apr. 21. 

‘The rescue yesterday off the South- 
east Promontory of the two occup- 
ants of a Japanese naval plane by the 
CN. ss, Hunan, and the deliberate 
destruction of the machine by the 
pilot, was revealed when the steamer 
arrived here this morning. 

‘The two aviators—Sueo Sukita and 
‘Toshio Kanami—were taken sshoré 
by a representative of the Japanese 
|Consulate here, who boarded the ss. 
Hunan on her arrival and thanked 














her skipper. Captain J. B. Bruce, for 
the services he and hls crew had 
rendered, 

‘The machine, which is stated to 
have arrived at Tsingtao from Japan, 
left ‘Tsingtao for an undisclosed des- 
tination at five o'clock yesterday 
morning, but evidently the Japanese 
airmen lost their way us the plane 
was sighted -circling over the ss. 
Hunan early in the afternoon, 

‘At about 5 p.m, yesterday, how- 
ever, the plane was again sighted 
by the crew of the steamer, ant. 
after circling around the ship, alight- 
ed near by. 

‘A boat in charge of the first officer 
was lowered by the Hunan and the 
two occupants of the machine pickea 
up. Neither could speak English, but 
it is believed that shortage of petrol 
forced them down, 

Preparations were made to tow the 
machine to the side of the steamer. 
the intention being to hoist it aboard, 
but the Japanese pilot fred on in- 
cendiary bullet into the plane, setting 
it ofire. Within a few minutes, it 
was completely destroyed, 

Every comfort was afforded the 
rescued men while abcard the ss. 
‘Hunan —Reuter,

KUANGTUNG SUFFERS 
FROM EARTHQUAKE 


Hundreds Dead, Thousands of, 
Houses Wrecked 
Front Ocn Ows Constsronorxt 


Canton, Apr. 14. 
Several calamities have brought 
sloom and desolation to Kuangtung 
Province since the first of April. 
Earthquake shocks were felt in both 
Kuangtung and Kwangsi, but in 
Canton and Hongkong they were but 
slight tremors. In five of the south- 
western counties, on the other hand, 
the second left brick-piles where 
houses had stood, and many a heap 
of bricks becarie a tomb In which 
were buried alive the villagers who 
had just partaken. of their morning 
repast, It was by far the harder of 
the two shocks, that which came 
two hours earlier doing little damage. 

Lingshan, —Yamyuen,  Limehow, 
Fongshing and Hoppo ‘are, as the 
crow flies, close neighbours of Can- 
ton and Hongkong, but they are off 
all main. arteries of communication, 
Radios are non-existent; not even a 
telegraph line stretches across the 
country to bring news to and from 
these “large centres of population, 
That is why only yesterday the 
Commissioner of Civil Aifairs got the 
first inkling of the magnitude of the 
earthquakes that shook down from a 
thitd to a half of all structures, like 
$0 many houses of cards. 

Hardest hit was Lingshan, where 
tworthirds of the houses were top- 
pled over or badly damaged, and at 
least 100 were crushed to’ death, 
Another 100 died in one or the other 
of two small administrative areas, 
one in Hoppo, the other in Fong- 
shing—$600,000' will hardly restore 
the wrecked buildings to their form- 
er state, ‘The Provineial Counell 
to-day voted that $3,000 should be 
transmitted to the Magistrate of 
Lingshan where the ‘quake worked 
the greatest havoc. When more 
accurate knowledge of the extent of 
Individual loss comes to hand. the 
Provincial Government will supple- 
‘ment the aid which the county gov- 
ernments are able to extend, 

High Explosives Detonate 


Built to house raw supplies out 
of which the Shih Ching Military 
Arsenal makes its shells and cart- 
Fidges, the high explosives’ ware- 
house that blew up last Saturday 
had its back to a row of stores that 
line ‘Ti Yun Maloo in the western 
suburbs of Canton, its front wall 
being on a canal ‘across from | Mi 
Fou, the rice mill and rice whole- 
sale quarter.

‘At 140 pm, on 
Saturday a fokee in a coke whole- 
sale house puffed on a cigarctte as 
he reclined on his cot, drowsily toss 
ing aside the butt. it ignited old 
papers and before the fire was dis- 
covered it had made considerable 
headway. It spread to the adjoining, 
toothpick manufactury, and the fire 
apparatus, early on the scene, could 
not subdue the blaze, and the heat 
from the toothpick’ factory wall 
raised the temperature on the 
interior of the arsenal's godéwn to 
the point where combustibles were 
detonated, the whole godown being 
shattered ‘and seven other buildings 
likewise being razed to the ground, 

For two hours that morning it 
looked as if the conflagration spread 
by the numerous explosions would 
carry all before it until it got to the 
Shakee Maloo, from which a narrow 
channel divides the native section 
from Shameen, the foreign conces- 
sion. ‘The violence broke windows 
in houses on the extreme western 
lip of the islet, which is in the Bri- 
ish Concession. Bits of plaster fell, 
littering Moors.’ All Shameen turned 
out to watch the spectacle, and fire 
engines were brought to the place 
where the ames might leap over the 
canal,

Haichow, Ku, Apr. 17. 

Lite in the Haichow District has 
certainly not been monotonous dur- 
ing the last few months. ‘The floods 
from the Yellow River eame in and 
deluged one part after another of 
the district and seriously threatened 
Haichow itself. ‘The hasty construc- 
tion of a big dyke saved the city from 
inundation, but the country round 
hag suffered severely. As silently and 
as quickly as the waters came in, so 
quietly and suddenly they passed off 
most of the Haichow land, leaving 
‘only the very low places’ still in- 
undated. Though the floods were of 
comparatively short duration, they 
were so timed and of such propor- 
tlons as to do terrible damage to this 
section, Some lost both their bean 
erop and their wheat, others lost only 
‘one crop, 

‘When the waters had gone down 
sufleiently to allow the once excel~ 
Tent roads to show up it was a-pitiful 
sight to behold the havoc that had 
‘been wrought, Halchow was proud of 
fis road system, because the roads 
were not only ‘well built as com- 
pared with those of many other 
Sections, but they were kept up. 
through’ constant repair work done 
by regular road gangs. Mr. Miao, 
formerly the Chinese District | In- 
spector of the Salt Administration, 
was a road enthusiast and he did 
really excellent and constructive 
work in that line in much of the 
Halehoow district, 


‘Work Reliet Projects 

Some of tho flood-ruined roads 
have been partially rehabilitated by 
the Road Construction Bureau con- 
neeted with the Salt Administration, 
‘and some of them are being recon- 
structed as work-relief projects of the 
China International Famine Relief 
Commission, under the supervision of 
‘one of the members of the American 
Presbyterian Mission in  Haichow. 
One of the roads being thus restored, 
fg between Panpu and Yangehiachi. 
This work is being extended to in-

Hsiangshuikowtsih, -Yangehlachi is 
the place from which Rev. J. W.

‘after he had been curelly murdered 
bby his bandit captors. ‘The road from 
Panpu to Yangehiachi was built after 
ithe killing of Mr. Vinson, and it was 
ruined by the floods shortly after 
construction, 

‘The restoration of this road is going 
to serve the double purpose of greatly 
stimulating business in that district, 
‘and of helping much toward the.con- 
trol of banditry in that region.

System ‘Taking Shape Again 

‘Though the Haichow road system 
was given a heavy set-back by the 
floods, and though» the system has 
been disrupted almost beyond descrip- 
tion; with the co-operation of the 
locai officials, military forces which 
now occupy this district, the Salt 
‘Administration, and the ‘China In- 
ternational Famine Relief Commis- 
sion, this road system is rapidly tak- 
ing shape again, and the prospect for 
the future is very bright. It is probe 
‘able that in the near future, the Hai- 
chow district will be covered by a 
network of roads more extensive and 
more effective than before. This is 
greatly to be desired, because it will 
do more than almost anything elze to- 
ward ridding this district of tho 
hordes of bandits who have made life 
‘one long nightmare for mony of the 
people of this Part of China. 

‘There is one very important stretch 
of road which is greatly needed, that 
for some reason has not been con. 
structed—the short route between 
Hsukow and Laoyao, in the Lienyun 
special district, ‘The Haichow harbour 
ig being consiructed at Laoyao and 
Hsukow, which is the natural place 
for the’ larger development of the 
new business which will come with 
the new harbour, is only about five 
miles to the west of it. ‘Tho roads 
from Haichow and Panpu to Hsukow 
have been constructed, but this small 
distance of five miles has no road. 
‘This is a tremendous handicap. ‘The 
Lunghai Rallway runs across there, it 
is true, but this does not take the 
place of a motor highway. 


Engineering Dimeultt 


‘There are somo serious engineering 
problems over the mountains be- 
tween, the two. places but it is prob-| 
ably the lack of funds rather than 
‘any other consideration which holds 
up this very important project. ‘The 
Lunghai Railway has a tunnel through 
the mountain at Shenchieshan, be- 
tween Hsukow and Laoyao. The plan 
for the motor road is, I think. to 
‘make a small cut in the mountain and 
Build ‘up both sides of the cut to 
make the grade less abrupt. A 
number of large depressions will have 
to be spanned by long bridges. 
‘Though this road will require a con- 

jerable outlay, the returns in in-

Ocvastonal reference has been made 
to Tayil (old Nananfu), the link be- 
tween Kiangsi and Kuangtung on the 
Eistorie consular route from Canton 
to old Peking. It is a double-city, 
the old and new cities sitting astride 
a pretty river, the narrow space be- 
tween each bank and the cities’ walls 
being occupied by shops and -boat- 
men’s dwellings. 

‘Amongst these buildings the Reds 
crept three years ago, when the city 
was “straitly shut up" by Cku and 
Mao, and the populace reduced to 

isting on rice water. Business has 
gravitated to the new city, where the 
widening of the central ‘street, like 
8 huge half-cirele,-and the opening 
of the bus-route ‘three and a half 
years ago, made it a worthy centre 
of one of the world's largest wolfram 
districts, 

‘The energetic and astute General 
‘Yd Han-meo of the Kuangtung First 
Army has .his headquarters here— 
doubtless for several reasons. It is 
certainly a strategic military fortress, 
‘ut there 4,000,000 people in Sout's 
‘Kiangsi, potential purchasers of Can- 
tonese goods, and there are the mines, 

To boost ‘the city generally, and 
Jocal revenues in particular, the 
general as carried « successfully 
through a land and shop boom in the 
old city. Out of nothing have arisen 
stately, attractive and solld rows of 
three-story shops; a most creditable 
mushroom. ‘The Model Public Hospl- 
tal is indeed a model of efficiency, 
high professional standards, lay-out 
‘and beauty. 

Natural Beauty 

Ringed by mountains, nature has 
provided Tayi wit an’ ideal setting 
of “mountains and water” fer the; 
Deautiful public gardens created out-| 
side the East Gate. The white, two- 
storied public reading room overlooks 
many gravel walks and grassy, shrub- 
bordered plots, the whole ablaze with 
chrysanthemums when seen in Octo- 
ber. Beyond the trees nestle painted 
‘kiosks set on piles above a ‘running, 
stream. Looking on from there, tal- 
ing in the flowery walks on the far 
bank of this stream, the eye rises 
up the slopes of the East Mountain, 
capped by an ancient dwarf pagoda, 
though the adjoining hills are grimly’ 
crowned by well-built forts. 

Locking down upon the panorama 
from the East Mountain, having the 
river gorge at our back, we see the| 
twin elties, lozenge-shaped, hugging 
the winding river, At our feet are 
the gardens and wide sports arena, 
crossways is flung the ruddy motor- 
road with its splendid new concrete 
bridge, costing about $300,000, and 
tke brand new motor bus terminal, 
whose facade and portico would 
stand comparison with many an 
American railway depot. 

Memorial Obelisk 


‘The eye automatically takes in the 
hundred foot high Memorial .Obelisk 
on its platform immediately. bekind 
the terminal. A mile to the left, 
the red hills ‘embosom a great ‘silver 
plaque,’ the co-memorial with the 
Obelisk and tho Shrine, to the gal- 
Jant officers and men of the Kuang-| 
tung and Kwangsi Armies who fell 
fighting the Communists. But, be- 
yond the fertile valley, the gaze 1s 
subtly but irresistibly drawn to the 
mottled yellow mountain five miles: 
‘west—Hsitwashan, one of the three: 
centres of wolfram and pewter ore. 
‘The other two ore mountains are 
twenty to thirty mites west. 

For days prior to Sunday, March 1, 
1936, the military coolie corps and 
others were working day and night 
‘ompleting the bus terminal, the 
ilver plaque” and decorations 
thereon, “At daybreak that morning, 
General Ya Han-meo, with his divi- 
sional commanders, staffs, and official 
visitors from Kiangsi, Canton and 
Kwangsi, made their way from the 
new city through the East Mountain 
Gate, past the terminal and the 
Obelisk, along Namyung Road to the 
Ar-covered portals of the causeway 
Jeading to the hillside Memorial—to, 
conduct the inaugural ceremony. 
Later in the day, we went to see this 
memorial. From the end of the 
‘causeway brancked graded roads for 
cars, bringing into relief a magnificent | 
stairway, twenty feet wide, in three 
fiers, each about fifteen fect high. 
‘The ‘head of the stairway is at the, 
edge of a wide, flower-rimmed, semi- 
circular court, its centre occupied by 
the memorial tower.

manifest reminder that tke heart of 
man, whether East or West, is in- 
jcurably idolatrous, and seeks not 
God through His only begotten Son. 
It was probably the biggest ccle- 
bration day Tayit has ever seen and| 
fon the. streets majors and colonels 
were more in evidence than privates. 
Every soldier and military coolie got 
an extra ration of eighty cents for 
special food that day, so the pigs, 
geese, chickens, fish and numerons 
other’ dainties all unwittingly helped 
the general feeling of festivity. The 
next day the terminal was open for 
business, though .the cars were still 
attended to in tke old temporary 
sheds opposite.

1931 ATTEMPT ON MR.

Man Involved to Appear in

THE CATASTROPHIC REGION 
OF KANSU 
Lanchow, Apr. 22. 

Kansu is now in the grip of plague, 
famine, flood, hailstorm, bandits. 
drought, hill-slides and other catas- 
‘trophes, a recent survey reveals. 
Districts west of the Hwangho in 
Kansu are sald to be the most hard 
hit. Tn fhe face of a grievous 
famine, theusands of people died and 
it Is estimated that an average of 
from 400 to 1,000 people are being 
swept away dally by  fumine and 
lague.

‘Thie ridge is not so high as 
Hsinkaisze on Omel, but neverthe- 
less it affords a very pleasant change 
of sir, being isolated from villages, 
and is surrounded by pine trees. 

‘Last year this resort, known as Gao- 
shihti, or Douglas Heights, was very 
popular with: missionaries’ from all) 
over the province, as it was not so 
near to the Red aciivities as the other 
summer resorts, and all the coltages,| 
of which there are approximately 
fifteen, were occupied: 


Protection Against Reds 


‘The military authorities have had 
a great many stone forts built on the 
ill tops throughout the province, in| 
preparation of meeting the Red 
tacks. ‘The appearance of the coun- 
try has been quite changed, as these 
forts are so numerous in some dis- 
triets as to appear like w growth of| 
mustrooms. From my garden I can| 
count 25 of these buildings on the| 
surrounding hill tops, 

Let us hope that they will serve 
thelr purpose in proving-an obstacle| 
to the Red invasion. Soldiers are 
Kept very actively at drill and other| 
army manquvres, and even farmers, 
and carrying coolies have to do their 
two hours drill each day. So pres- 
ently, China will have a vast popula- 
tlon familiar with military tacties. 

Certainly the soldiers in the prov- 
ince are much smarter looking and 
better disciplined than they were a 
year or two ago, so there Js no 
doubt ‘that those in authority are

HEAVY WEATHER IN 
~ WUHAN CITIES 


Excellent Rescue Work by 
Chinese Gunboat 
Front Oun Ox Consesroxoee 


Hankow, Apr. 22. 

Early .on Saturday morning, "a 
heavy thunder storm was heralded 
‘by a wind of typhoon strength which 
ida great deal of damage to pro- 
perty, besides taking a toll of life 
both on land and river. Houses both, 
in Wuchang and Hankow collapsed, 
‘crushing those unfortunate cnougi 
to be below, while rools were strip- 
ped from buildings, windows smashed, 
and telegraph and electric light poles 
brought down. Trrough the latter 
‘cause, most of Hankow was plunged 
into darkness, except for the flashes 
of lightning which continued at con- 
stant intervals. On account of the 
heavy rain, and diMeulty of tending! 
the breakages, it was not until after 
seven o'clock’ that the service was 
resumed. 

‘On the river junks and -sampans 
were overturned, and many of the 
Sccupants drowned. Some excellent 
rescue work was carried out by the 
crew of the Chinese gunboat here, 
when in the height of the storm 
they lowered a boat and saved five 
People from drowning. The storm 
seemed to completely encircle the 
‘Wuhan Cities, the lightning flashing| 
from all. directions. 

Following the storm, fine weather 
prevailed over the week-end, and the 
mercury rose until yesterday it 
touched somewhere round 90 degrees 
in the shade. It was a sweltering 
heat, and it was not surprising when 
at 11.0 pm, another storm arose ag- 
‘companied by a igh wind, although 
not quite so fleree as that’ of Satur- 
day. A lot of further damage, how- 
‘ever, was done, and more lives were| 
reported lost.

Formerly Korean im- 
migration was largely” automatic, 
though. if the Koreans were to be 
believed, the taxation policy in their 
native land was not without influence 
fon thelr decision to move. In. the 
last few years the increase in banditry 
in Manchoukuo has caused the 
Koreans to crowd into the cities, to| 
the mutual disadvantage —of both. 
Now the Japanese Government is 
‘concentrating its efforts in colonizing| 
four rural areas in this country with 
Korean farmers, Financial assistance 
fg given, three quarters of it from the 
SMR, ‘and one quarter. from the 
Chosen Government, the former 
charging six percent. for the loans 
while the latter ‘collects no interest 
‘on Joans to Koreans 

"The statement is attributed to the 
new assistant chiet of the General 
Staff at Tokyo that, “though there 
Was pressing need for immigrants to 
Manchoukuo, in order to further the 
developinent of the land, press reports 
to the effect that the authorities would 
freely admit into this country cooties 
from Shantung Provinces were obvi- 
‘ously based on some misunderstand- 
ing.” Tt Ig recalled that colonization 
plans for moving natives from New- 
ehwang district into the less cultivated 
fareas in Liuhobsien was followed by 
the announcement that 600 families 
‘of Korenns numbering approximately 
2,000 individuals have just arrived 
‘and are being settled in’ Newchwang 
‘and Tebling. ‘These farmers who are 
subsidized by the Government eannot 
Feallze as much net profit in a year 
‘as independent Korean farmers. do, 
For them the government selected 
places which are particularly suitable 
Tor paddy fields. Japan desires to be 
independent of foreign imports for 
her tie supply and is planting these 
Jarge Korean colonies as rice pro 
ducers. Als 

Along with Kirin and ‘Tsitsihar, we 
have been municipalized. Mr. Wang 
Ching-chang has been appointed 
mayor of Mukden City. He was 
formerly mayor of Mukden, holding 
that office until the end of March. 
Further than this we are unable to 
explain, though it is feared locally 
that this radical change may cause 
the introduction of municipal elec- 
tions, which, Judging by reports from 
Shanghai, would be a major calamity. 


Work on Hulutao Project 

‘The port of Hulutao was projected 
over” a quarter of a century ago. 
Under the former régime construc 
tion work was undertaken by a 
foreign company, but when the Man- 
churian railways came under Japanese 
management this Work was stopped. 
Now Manchoukuo finds noed of a 
port for export of produce from the 
Sehol district and particularly for 
coal from the large flelds in Jehol. 
‘Work was started last year on a new 
wharf to accommodate boats of 2,000 
tons. A total sum of Y. 450,000 was 
appropriated for this work which in« 
eluded some dredging and which was 
‘scheduled for completion last Novem- 
ber.. Delays occurred and work had 
to be suspended for the winter, Now 
construction will be continued and it 
is hoped to have the port ready for 
handling coal from the Hsinchiu coat 
fiolds in Jehol province, which are 
said to be similar to ‘the famous 
Fushun coal flelds, but larger in ex- 
tent, 

In their budget for this year the 
Manchoukuo State Railways provided 
8,000,000 yuan for the development of 
industry. Since thelr organization in 
1932, the railways have been very 
busy. opening new lines, many of 
which were of strategic value only. 
These lines were financed with 
Japanese capital and now the rail- 
Ways must carn profits on these in 
vestments, In the endeavour to make 
the lines profitable an effort will be 
made to build up industries along the 
ines. 

















Mukder Mint Extension 
Apr. 1. 

‘An extension to the Mukden Mint 
which was completed last month oc- 
cupies over 67,000, square metres, the 
ielual floor space of the new, re- 
forced concrete building exceeding 
14,000" square inetres, ‘The new 
plant is equipped with modern 
machinery for producing finished 
coins from raw material. ‘The equip- 
ment algo includes a modern printing 
plant. ‘The Mint is an independent 
Unit with its own power station, 
water supply, and heating plant. 

‘A curious error in offeial publi- 
‘cations, suggested the examination of 
Subsidiary currency. In an official 
bulletin, put out by the Central Bank 
last year, it Is stated that the fine- 














ness and weight of copper coins of 
‘one fen should be: Copper 95 per 
ent, tin 4 per cent, zine 1 per 
cent. and weight 3.5 grammes. ‘The 
Chinese text. in the OMcial Year 
Book of Manchoukuo, issued by the 
Stale Council, gives different weights 
for this and’ the other three sub- 
sidlary coins, popularly known as 10 
ent, § cents, 1 cent and % cent. A 
considerable number of the 1 fen 
(one cent) coins were collected and 
examined, the actual weight was 
found to be 5.6 grammes. ‘The value 
‘of the metal in the subsidiary coin 
‘age was calculated, to estimate the 
profit or loss resulting in the issue 
of these small coins to the face 
value of over 20,000,000 yuan, 

‘An interesting factor "interfered 
with the calculation. “Among a large 
number of coins collected at randum 
in this elty, it was found that one 
sixth were Japanese sen, one third 
‘were Chinese copper cents, and only 
fone heif the new Manchoukuo cop- 
pers, “Among the nickel coins the 
great majority were Manchoukuo 
coins but the balance were Japanese 
sen, The Chinese subsidiary silver 
which Is now being retired from 
‘lrcuiation in Daren and the district, 
fare not found here, 


Bandit Campaigns 


Bandit encounters are of such 
frequent occurrence that except when 
casualities are numerous or some 
speelal feature is noted, they can 
hardly be classified as news. For 
‘example the Harbin Garrison reports 
that during March they had no less 

66 encounters with bandits, in 
which the total number of opponents 
was 5420, or an average of about 
90 bandits each time. ‘The report 
continues that 211 bandits were kill 
ed and 2 coptured, while seventeen 
captives were rescued, ‘The usual 
details of arms, ammunition and 
animals taken are given. 

Ttis to be understood that the 
total number of bandits encountered 
Is the sum of the estimated number 
In all engagements. Since ingividual 
Landits may have taken part in 
several encounters, the number given 
fs for greater then the actual num- 
ber of outlaws operating. 

‘AL this reason of the year the 
number of bandits active is usually 
‘a minimum, the total rising to a 
maximum just before the kaotiang’ 
ig harvested. ‘The authorities estim- 
ate that the total number in the 
country has been reduced to about’ 
2000. The dimeulty of obtaining 
reliable figures will be at once ay 
preciated, but it is believed that the 
tolal Is the lowest since 1931, in 
other words the extraordinary’ in- 
crease in the number of outlaws due 
to the seattered soldiers of the old 
North Eastern Army, police driven 
‘out from captured cities, farmers’ 
deprived of their ordinary’ means of 
livlihood because of disturbed state 
of the country, and bands of parti 
‘ans opposed to the new régime has 
been wiped out after more than four 
and a half years of campaigning, and 
there are now only about as many 
‘armed bandits as there were ten 
years ago, 

Foreigners have very fortunately 
suffered but little at the hands of 
the outlaws during the past year. 
After a long period of walting word 
was brought in this week that the 
‘American captive, Father C, J. Burns 
of the Marynoll’ Mission, who was 
held by bandits near the Korean 
border, is still. alive. ‘The district 
where Father Burns is captive is a 
wild hilly area and military operations| 

slow and dificult, 





























Standardizing Clocks 


Reforms here may set the clocks 
ahead. The Kwantung Army, the 
Kwantung Bureau, the South Man- 
churia Railway Co, and the Man- 
choukuo Government have sent dele- 
gales to a conference. under the 
‘auspices of the Manchoukuo Central 
‘Meteorological Observatory, to dis- 
cuss now Manchurian Standard Time. 

In the old days the Chinese did 
not place particular importance on’ 
the time used, Harbin had a time: 
of its own, which was used in the 
Chinese Eastern Railway Zone and 
the SMR. used the, China coast 
time, based on the 120th east Meri- 
dian’ which also passes through 
Manila and Western Australia, Japan 
Is grouped round the. 135th east 
Meridian, that is nine hours ahead 
of Greenwich mean time. Manchou- 
kuo lies between the two meridians, 
the centre being nearer the 120th. It 
would be just as logical to use| 
China Coast time in Korea, ag it is 
to change here to Japan time. 

It 4s amusing to recall that some 
local Chinese looked upon the S.AMLR. 
time (In reality China Coast time) as: 
a foreign importation and therefore 
preferred the City time, whereas

Chungking, Apr. 15. 

Strong measures are being taken by. 
Gen. Ctiang Kai-shek in connection 
with the registration of opium addicts 
In this province. It is estimated that 
there are over 3,000,000 addicts 
in Szechuen alone, but so far a bare 
300,000 have reporied for registration. 
Instructions have been received from 
Gen. Chiang’s “headquarters to the| 
effect that in every case of an un- 
registered smoker found afler June 
20. of this year, not only will the 
‘addict be punished but also the Spe~ 
clal Administrative Deputy, tte dis-

mark, 

‘Millions Starving 

A striking picture of famine con- 
ditions in Szechuen was painted by 
the chairman of the Szechuen Relief 
Association in Chengtu in an inter- 
View to the press. Over eighty coun- 
ties, he said, were suffering from the 
effects of ‘banditry, floods, and 
drought; about 30,000,000 people were 
, and in an effort to alleviate 
the pangs of hunger many. of them 
stuffed themselves with grass roots, 
bark, and clay, while not a few had 
turned cannibals. 

‘Szechuen, he sald, was formerly 
called the “Paradise of China,” but 
it was now “China's Hell.” All'relief 
funds had been used up, and the 
province's only hope now lay in 
charities by individual contributions 
Jand in a subsidy from the government. 
Petitions for funds have been pouring 
in from the affected areas, while, in 
view of the spring famine, the Pro- 

‘inelal Government has been forced 
to apply to the Nanking authorities 
for $1,000,000, to be paid out of the 
Szechuen Re-organization Loan, for 
the rellet of the suffering. 











‘operate the Manchoukuo Government 
seem bent on emphasizing the indi- 
visabt ity of Manchoukuo and Japan 
by arranging that Mukden Cafe's 
close by Japan time. As part of 
Manchoukuo extends west nearly to 
the 115th Meridian, if a single time 
Is to be enforced, western districts 
ike Manchoull. and Jehol will have 
‘a strong daylight saving flavour. 


Daylight Saving 

Local standard time is now an 
hour later than that of Japan. Korea 
employs Japanese time. There is a 
considerable portion of Manchoukuo| 
further east than Korea, in fact in 
the extreme northeast the standard 
is exactly one hour slower then 
sun time, It is dificult to see 
(great advantage would accrue 
by shifting the clocks one hour 
ahead, ‘The effect would merely be 
that of enforcing daylight saving 
time the year around. 

‘Perhaps It might help:to convince 
the Chinese here of their complete 
separation from China. On the other 
hhand if the South Manchuria Railway 
is to extend its Empire into North 
China, it seems a pity that they 
should not be permitted to use Shan- 
hhaikuan local time on both sides of 
the Great Wall. Passengers on boats 
have more time to reset their watch- 
es then those on trains, and marin- 
fs are well accustomed to constant 
variety Jn the matter of clock time, 
so it would seem that changing 
Korea to continental time and re- 
taining Japan time for the island 
would be. the most convenient 
arrangement. 

Foreign Residence Certificates 

‘The Manchoukuo Government has 
reduced the charge for residence cer- 
tifleates, which according to their reg- 
ulations ‘must be obtained by ail 
forelgn residents, Originally these 
certificates were issued to White Rus 
sian immigrants who were without 
passports, but Manchoukuo has ex: 
tended the regulation and requires all 
foreigners to obtain these documents. 
To the average foreigner they are of 
use only if he goes outside of the 
country, for on his return he may 
‘obtain an entrance visa for two yuan 
Instead of the usual charge of ten 
yuan. The certificates are only valid 
for one year and take very much 
more time to obtain than a Passport. 
Their utility to the foreign holders, 
other than Russians, is slight. Japan 
ese, Koreans and Chintse are not 
‘obliged to-purchase them. 

‘The number of foreigners in this 
district, according to statistics col 
lected "by the Japanese Consular 
police, is only 1,423. Of this number 
980 re Russian immigrants, ‘The 
fAgures given ‘for other nationalities 

‘British, 128; Canadian, 5; Hindus, 8; 
German, 89; French, 56;'American, 50; 
Soviet, 45; and “Turks 27. The 
remainder are distributed among fit- 
teen nationalities, ranging from one

Foreign Consuls Inquire 
About Protection 


Canton, Apr. 25. 

Measures designed to check — the 
Communist advance into Yunnan. 
were discussed yesterday morning at 
a conference of military commanders, 
called in Kwenming by Gen, Chiang 
Kai-shek, Chairman of the ‘Military 
Affairs Commission and President of 
the Executive Yuan. Prior to the 
conference, Gen. Chiang and Gen, 
Lung Yun, Chairman of the Yunnan 
Provincial’ Government, inspected 
the front lines from the air,

marching southward along the Chin, 
Sha River but are not expected to

Subscriptions Higher Than 


Financially Viewed with Anxiety 


A. wonderful return from an 
investment in the form of a very 
great number of fellow creatures 
restored to health was the deserip- 
tion Mr. Louis Beale, who was in the 
chalr at the annual general meeting of 
the Lester Chinese Hospital, on Tues 
day, April 21, gave when speaking of 
the return subscribers oblained. Tt was 
satisfactory to note that subscriptions 
eompared very favourably with last 
year’s, he said, particularly | from 
Chinese sources, which amounted to 
$2,170.38, compared with $1,193.68 in 
1034, but he emphasised the need 
for greater nancial ossistance from 
the community of Shanghai this year, 
especially as the amount available 
from. the endowment left by the 
late Mx, Henry Lester, mainly in the 
form of rentals, probably would de 
crease by 25 per cent, if not more, 
fof the amount realised last ca 
Which was $121,041.63, only meeting, 
1 part of the hospital expenses. 

Mr, Beale’s views were echoed by 
Dr. It, G. Envle, of the Henry Lester 
Institute of Medical Research, “who 
sid he was disappointed that the 
‘appeal of the hospital had not met 
with, a more generous response. He 
thought that it was absolutely essen- 
tial that a big drive in the interests 
Of the hospital: should be made. His 
feeling was that the community

‘peek, who has just retired, as Assist- 
ant Commissioner of the Shanghai 
Sfunieipal Police, ‘the community 
tas lost. universally popular official 
na sportsman.

‘ir. Peck arrived from England in 
‘August, 1008, to join the SMP. 
Two years later he became attached 
{o te Fingerprint Office, which was 
then being organized, and he remain- 
ed connected with ‘that Office for 
nearly eighteen years, From 1915 
until late 1927 he was in charge of 
that must important division and 
consequently helped to solve some 
‘or tie most celebrated crimes in the 
Selllement during those years. In 
his official eapacity he came in con- 
fact with all the important criminal 
cases, particularly murders and 
Suspected murders, and his remini- 
fences if committed to paper, would 
make reading as exciting as the best 
detective fletion, 


Celebrated Crimes 

‘There was the murder of Miss 
Moren Olesen, a Danish ludy, in the 
Bubbling Well district in December, 
10%4, Fingerprints led to the arrest 
and conviction of the murderers, 
‘who had Killed Miss Olesen in order 
toreb her.

With the arrival on Friday after- 
noon of H.M.S. Medway and five 
submarines, the arrival of the USS, 
[Black Hawk and three destroyers, and 
the arrival next day of six American 
[submarines and their depot ships and 
two more destroyers of the US. 
[Asiatic Fleet, the number of warships 
now in the Hobour reached the 
total of 38, the largest number of 
men-of-war to be in Shanghai in 
many years. 

‘The ‘concentration of warships in 
this port at the present time is in

submarines alike, will remain in 
Shanghai ‘until May 11, leaving one 
Jday ahead of the British for the north.

Those of 
the "R" Class are of from 1475 to 
2015 tons, and carry one four inch 
gun, mounted forward of the conning 
tower, and two small 821 inch 
tubes.” ‘The submarines of this class 
‘were Iaid down in 1929, under the 
1028-0 navy estimates. | The sub- 
marines of the “O” Class are of from 
1475 to 2090 tons, and carry one four- 
inch gun mounted in front of the 
conning tower, and two smaller 8-21 
inch tubes.

BEAUTY OF EARLY 
CHINESE ART 


Prof. Menzies Lectures to 
Royal Asiatic Society 


‘The high standard of artistic 
achievement attained by the people 
of the Shang and Chow Dynasties 
Was described by Professor James 
'M. Menzies in a lecture to the Royal 
Asiatic Society, on Thursday, Profes 
[sor Menzies sald that the period under 
consideration was the same as that 
of Tutankhamen, whose tomb yielded 
such wonderful 'vesults a few years 
ago. Few people, had been willing 
to consider the Shang dynasty as 
anything but mythical, From’ the 
oracle bones found at “Anyang, in 
North Honan, and from recent ex- 
cavations of royal tombs by. the 
Academia Sinica, they now knew 
that China's culture and art were 
comparable with that of the Near 
East at the same period, 

‘The particular form of Chinese art 
in this period was the sacrificial 
bronzes. with which the people saci 
ficed to their ancestors. Royal tombs 
contained many of these, some very 
Jarge and all very beautiful, ‘The 
designs were quite different to those 
found in the West, and were very 
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fessor Jai 








elaborate and intricate. Animal forms 
largely formed the motif, and over 
these bronzes were found. conven- 
tionatized dragons, phanix, tigers, 
Yams, oxen, boars, ‘and pythons, 

‘The art of the Shang dynasty was 
represented not only by bronzes, but 
more particularly by earved ivories, 
Bones and jade were among. the 
mediums in which the artists of the 
Shang dynasty worked. Carved 
stone portrayed grotesque. animals, 
but in no case did they find anything 

















that scemed to represent idols oF 
fetishes. 
Taken as & whole, the art of the 





Shang dynasty showed little similar- 
ity to that of the Near East, ‘This 
was so obviously true that scholars 
now postulated an entirely indigen- 
ous origin for Chinese culture, China

Tt was easy to understand how such 
a parasite, when in contact with 
human flesh, would, like a pneuma- 
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tis drill on a roadway, worm its way

Local Stations Obey Order of 
Executive Yuan 


Telephones rang all over Shangha, 
ast Wednesday evening and Thursisy 
night as radio enthusiasts telephoned 
thelr favourite stations and inguireg 
why a programme eonsisting of Chinese 
speeches and music was being 
broadcast from Station XGOA, ¥; 
King. In every caso they) were in. 
formed that it was “under the orden, 
of the Executive Yuan.” 

Instructions were received a fey 
days ago by all local radio stations 'y 
the effect that they were to re-broad 
cast this programme every evening 
from 8 to” 9.05 o'clock. Instructions 
were that the re-broadcast was to 
start on Monday. 

‘The majority of the Chinese station, 
here complied with that order. One 
or two foreign stations did likewise, 
others did not and continued to trans: 
mit forelgn programmes. ‘Telegrams 
Were received by these stations oq 
Tuesday, instructing them that the 
order applics to all stations. “A few, 
therefore, bowed to" authority, while 
otters ad a gesture of protest, shut 
down for an hour. 

Same Programme Broadcast

stations with the exception of on 
were broadcasting the sime pr 
gramme: tke number was undoubtedly 
Targer, but due fo the fact that cer.

BRITISH UNIVERSITY 
MEMBERS COMBINE 


Professor Barker Elected First) 
President 


The inaugural meeting of the 
British Universities Society was held 
jon Thursday evening in the Cathedral 
Church House, when former members 
of Cambridge, London, Edinburgh, 
Durham, Aberdeen, Leeds, Dubli 
|SheMield, Liverpool, Manchester, and 
Glasgow Universities were present. 
Professor A. Barker presided, and, in 
his opening remarks, stated that they 
had met to discuss the proposals put 
forward by the committee appointed 
to deal with the subject of the con- 
stitution. He would like to point 
‘out that it was not the intention of 
the Society to usurp the functions of 
existing Societies, but rather to 
supplement them. ‘That there was a 
need for supplementary work he was, 
convinced, and the suggestions put 
forward by the committee were a 
sound basis for their activities. They 
wanted to co-operate with other 
bodies, and not oppose them, He 
had already had instances of how the 
Society could prove of value to the 
‘members, individually and collective- 
ly, and, as the Society grew, its use- 
fulness’ to the members would de- 
velop accordingly. 

The Rev, J. L. Brown said he 
would like to pay tribute to the 
services rendered to the Socicty by 
Mr, Kearney, of Liverpool Univer 
sity, who had drawn up proposals, 
based on the rules and constitution 
‘of the National Students Movement 
at Home, and it was those proposals 
the committee had discussed and 
now placed before the members. He 
‘also wanted to stress the point that. 
they were not out to oppose other 
bodies, but wanted .to co-operate 
with them. 











A Referonce Library 

‘A motion was carried to increase 
the objects of the Society to include 
an endeavour to found, or seek 
support for a reference ‘library in 
Shanghai, which could be used by 
the members.

AIR LINK TO LHASA 
PREDICTED 


Weekly Service Proposed by| 
Panchen Lama 


New York, Apr. 22, 

Shanghai may soon be linked by 
Jair with the forbidden city of Lhasa, 
‘according to a statement made in an 
interview by Mr. Gordon B. Enders, 
‘American author and foreign adviser 
to the Tibetan Grand Lama. 

‘The Panchen Lama, who hopes to 
take over the supreme position left 
vacant by the death of. the Dalai 
Lama two years ago, is tremendously. 
interested in the ‘development of 
aeroplane transport for his country, 
says Mr. Enders. 

‘His Serene Excellency, he adds, 
proposes to establish a weekly ai 
Service between Lhasa and the sei 
either on the China or the India 
side. 

“It Js generally conceded that the 
first alr service will be placed on 
the route between Lhasa and Shang- 
thal," said Mr. “Enders, “although 
flights to India are not impossible, 
land, for many reasons, would be more 
Important commercially.” 

Mr, Enders’ present visit to 
America is in connection with this 
project, as he will select the type 
2f plane best adapted for the pro- 
posed air service, which will be 
mainly one of freight the outgoing 
cargo consisting of gold dust from

Foreign Capital Not Wanted 
‘Thé Panchen Lama, Mr. Enders 


declared, had a carefully worked-out 
plan for the gradual westernization 
of his country. This, however, did 
not mean that the country would be 
opened to foreign travel or exploita- 
tlon.  Hydro-electric plants, radio 
stations and a modest programme of| 
road buildings were his first alms, 
but he would not invite foreign 
eapital to finance them. He would 
buy what he needed for cash, in the

sary capital by the export of gold. 

‘Relations with India under the new 
ruler of Tibet would be on a basis, 
entirely satistactory to both countries, 
Mr, Enders stated. 

‘The Panchen Lama would not fo 
out of his way to seek closer 
tionships with his southern 
neighbour, but he entirely trusted 
the honesty and integrity of British 
diplomacy as a result of his pleasant 
visit to India 25 years ago and his 
many satisfactory contacts, with 
British diplomats in China during 
the past ten years, 

Turning to the Ruttledge Mt. 
Everest expedition, Mr. Enders sald 
that the Panchen Tama was not at 
all sympathetic with the’ attempts to 
scale that peak. Unless the expedi- 
tion was now successful, it was un- 
likely that the ‘Tibetan ‘Government 
would grant permission for any 
further attempts. 

‘This kind of scientific effort was, 
{in the eyes of His Serene Excellency,

men,” Mr. Enders added,

No ‘Fripartite Agreement

I.S.S, REPLIES TO MINISTRY 


Nanking, Apr, 22.

Law's Penalties 


As the operation of savings by 
drawings is prohibited by law, it 
‘constitutes an offence punishable’ by 
law to publish advertisements or issue 
other printed “matter encouraging 
the practice of savings with draw- 
ings. According to Section 2, Art, 
269 of the Criminal Code, all persons 
‘operating savings with drawings, and 
all persons dealing in savings with 
drawings, or acting as brokers for 
the selling or buying of such bonds 
for tickets, shall be sentenced to im- 
prisonment for a period not exceed. 
Ing six months, and/or shall be fined 
‘an amount not exceeding $1,000. 
"The Society continued io ‘pro- 
pagate by advertising in the press, 
but the newspapers, in view of the 
promulgation of the law, have  re- 
frained from accepting such advertise- 
ments.

‘nese business on a sound basis. 


Results in Accounts 


Dealing with the Fire Account the

1935. Losses unfortunately advanced

1995 giving ‘a loss ratio of 8737 per 
cent.

‘Turning to the accounts before you, 
rental working account shows a 
decrease of $41,198.53 in the amount 
‘transferred to profit and loss necount 
45 compored with last year, ‘This 
difference is accounted for in round 
figures by a reduction in rentals of 
$27,218, inereases in rates and taxes 
$4,020, repairs $9,046 and charges 
$2,126, 

‘The lower Agure for rentals is due 
to reductions on various properties 
and vacancies, and as long as present 
depressed conditions continue, it 
‘would not be wise to anticipate any 
great improvement. 

‘The increased expenditure on re- 
pairs was ineurred in maintaining 
the properties in a first class condi- 
tion, on rates and taxes because we 
have paid the Chinese Government 
land tax on estates which are outside 
the settlement limits, also Shanghai 
‘Municipal Council-Iand tax on B, C. 
Lot 14080 which was purchased early 
in the nancial year. ‘The increase 
under charges is accounted for by 
increased legal expenses in connection 
with rent collections, 

‘The balance at credit of profit and 
loss account this year is $972,700.54 
which is $43,182.41 lower than for the 
previous year. ‘This reduction iy due 
to the smaller amount transferred 
{from rental working account which 1 
have explained above, and by a 
decrease in interest carnings of 
'$1,757.17. This account would have 
shown an increase over last year but 
for the failure of one mortgager to 
Keop up Interest payments, 

Fortunately the mortgage is only a 
small one, about $70,000 against land 
‘and buildings valued at $127,000, and 
it is the only one with which we are 
having any trouble. Arrangements 
have been made with the mortgagor 
to have all rents collected handed 
over to the company, 

In the profit and loss appropriation 
account you will observe a transfer of 
$30,710.20 to bad debts reserve, and 
after all adjustments have been made, 
the total of this reserve stands in the 
balance sheet at $05,000, which in the 
opinion of your directors is sufficient 
to cover any losses due to defaulting 
mortgagors or tenants. 

‘As mentioned in the report, the 
reserves of the company stand at 
{$1,805,000.00 which in the opinion of 
your board places the company in a 
very’ sound position, 

In his speech last year, your chair- 
man drew the attention ‘of  share- 
holders to the agitation for rent 
reductions that was going on at that 
time. This gathered foree during 
the year owing to the diMcully, in 
my opinon, experienced in obtaining 
lejectment orders within a reasonable 
time, against some of the ringleaders 
who’ are invariably found to be the 
worst offenders as far as rental 
arrears are concerned.

"Phe appearance in circulation in 
February last of new nickel and cop- 
per coins on the basis of one hundred 
cents to the dollar marked a progres- 
sive step in. the reform of China's 
subsidiary coinage. ‘The heavy de- 
Drecintion at which the old subsidiary 
Coinaye now circulates makes it un- 
wieldy and therefore inconvenient as 
a medium of exchange, and its com- 
plete suporsession by the new coins 
fon the basis of one hundred cents to 
the dollar will be regarded with satis 
faction, At present very few of the 
new coins are being tendered on our 
Vehicles in payment of fares—thoir 
proportion represents only about 6 
per cent, of our total daily revenue. 

‘This proportion is expected to grow 
steadily, but the rate of growth will 
be controlled by the speed at which 
the «ld coins are withdrawn from 
circulation.

Our fares on the vehicles are still 
expressed in terms of the old copper

He. thinks—as opposed to Canon 
Raven who lives in the thick of under- 
faduate life—that the ancient slogan 
‘Empire, Home and Beauty” would 
stil rally these undergraduates to arms, 
‘whereas the ideal which he is pleased 
to eall a fetish emphatically would 
not. 

‘There is perhaps little point in 
registering one's opinion that this 
judgment of your correspondent dis~ 
plays ignorance of the state of public 
Dpinion in British University circles 
to-day. But it may be worth while 
examining this epithet “fetish.” It is 
customarily associated with savage or 
primitive life, ‘The dictionary defines 
ft as a metaphor for a “principle 
irrationally worshipped.” Permit me 
then, to ask two question: 

1, Does Mr. Green intend to suggest 
‘that the principle of collective security 
is an irrational one? If he does, then 
he ought still to parade Fleet Street 
with a swordstick and a pistol, for it 
is the principle of collective security 
which makes the peaceful occasions of 
your correspondent possible. The 
thesis ‘that a principle which is 
rational as a national one is irrational 
fas.an international one is surely self- 
contradictory.

but close students of the Gallipoli 
campaign that the Navy's share in 
the subsequent operations was con- 
fined to covering the landing of the 
troops, bombarding various Turkish 
positions, and keeping open the 
means of communication in the 
Mediterranean““Thereby one of the 
most brilliant and heroic of the 
British Navy’s operations has 
partially been lost sight of by the 
Public—the operations of the 
submarines that penetrated the 
ever increasing mine-fields laid by 
the Turks in the arrows, and ter- 
rorized the Sea of Matmora so| 
effectively that the Turkish com~ 
munications were seriously ham- 
pered and troops even refused to 
embark on transports that they re~ 
garded as being certain. victims of 
the underwater eraft infesting what 
might otherwise have been regard- 
ed as a private Turkish sea. 
Shanghai is just now enjoying 
one of the very rare visits paid to 
the port by British submarines. It 
is perhaps a coincidence that there 
happens to be here at the same 
time an officer who was intimately 
connected with the exploits of 
British subs in the Dardanelles; in 
days when submarines were ‘not 
nearly so efficient as they are now 
and when the dangers were greater. 
The submarines which were 
engaged in those operations sank 
no fewer than 225 Turkish and 
German vessels in the course of 
their various visits to the Sea of 
Marmora. ‘the number is probably 
more, since some of the submarines 
did not come back, being either 
lost. with all hands or running 
‘aground under the Turkish guns, 
and having their erews captured and 
held prisoners of war.

‘There was also considerable 
naively in the Turkish orders 
outlining methods of resisting sub- 
marine attacks.

So 
far so good. “And cast anchor. 
In this way the chain will eatch in 
‘the propeller and render the 
submarine helpless.” . 

Incidents like this may, however, 
be regarded as the lighter side of 
submarine warfare. The men who 
took the underwater craft into the 
heart of the Turkish areas, through 
mines and nets, had much greater 
perils to face than the peril of foul- 
ing their propellors in the anal 
chains of a charging Turkish war- 
ship. To quote from the report of 
the commander of “B,11," the first 
British submarine ‘to venture 
through and which torpedoed the 
battleship Messudieh: 

“From the fact that the boat ap- 
peared to be entirely surrounded 
by land ......-...1 ealculated we 
were in Sari Sighlar Bay, | Struck 
bottom in 38 feet and) bumped 
along until we hit deeper water, T 
then came up and steadied the boat 
‘as best I could on what, appeared 
fo be the high ground on the 
European shore, and held on in this 
direction until ‘T could see a clear 
horizon on my port beam, when 1 
altered course to port and proceed: 
ed towards it at 60 feet’ 

“B.11" was under water for nine 
hours. When she surfaced the air 
inside the boat was too bad to start 
the engines and they had to be 
run round on the motors for ten 
minutes to clear the air. Lieutzrant 
Holbrook, the commander, got the 
V.C, and Turkish Headquarters got 
part of “B.1I's” torpedo as a 
souvenir, 

















Another thrilling episode may be 
best told in the words of the person 
who has obligingly provided the 
material for this article, 
"A.E2" entered the Straits again 
‘at 6300 on April 25, and proceeded 
up on the surface, She was catight 
in the beams of the searchlights but 
apparently not sighted as it was not 
until off Suandere* that she was 
fired upon. She dived and proceed- 
ed at periscope depth until daylight, 
when, having fixed her position, 
she went to 70 feet to negotiate the 
‘minefields. ‘Twice sho came up to 
have a look, and found on each 
occasion that sho was going much 
faster than she had anticipated. 
om having a current against 
£2" had one in her favour 
when at 70 feet. Frequent scra- 
pingsas of chains and wires were 
heard along the hull, but on com- 
ing up for his third look, Stoker 
(the Commander) found ’ himself 
through the mineflelds—ss he know 
‘and in the Narrows, It was flat, 
oily calm, and while looking for 
possible tnine-droppers, the peris- 
‘cope was sighted and ‘a brisk-fire 
opened from the forts on either 
side, “A.E2" successfully torpe- 
doed a small cruiser which looked 
like a mine-dropper and was, but 
in dodging the subsequent atten- 
tions of the many patrol craft, she 
ran ashore with only 10 fect of 
water on her guage, and half her 
conning-tower sticking up into the 
air, ‘This was on the Eastern shore. 
Five minutes later "AE2" was off 
untiarmed, but with her bows polnt- 
ing down-stream, In attempting to 
(ura round she ran ashore sgain, 
this time on the Western shore, and 
with 8 feet on the guage. After 
four minutes manoeuvring she got 






fortunately the patrol vessels were 
still in attendance, and “A.E2" was 
heavily fired at every time she put 
her periscope up. ‘This, besides 
making observation difficult, led 
‘Lieutenant-Commander Stoker to 
think that he was towing an 
obstruction of some sort which gave 
his position away, so when he saw 
two tugs sweeping for “A.E2” with 
wire, he retired to the bottom in 
70 feet and had a rest, near the 
Asiatic shore, ‘They could hear the 
engine of the patrol craft overhead 
and a curious knocking sound, 
which they soon identified is a 
single-engined craft, which they 
dubbed “Percival.” ‘An atlempt to 
move during ‘daylight proved 
useless, as the boat had lost her 
diving’ trim, and_it was not until 
G45 pam. that “Percival’s" engine 
Passed overhead for the last time, 
and 845° pm, before “AE2" 
surfaced, having been submerged 
for over 16 hours, 


Another exploit that smacks 
more of the days of Drake und 
cutting out expeditions than to-day 
occurred when “E.11” actually en 
tered Constantinople and sank a 
large store ship lying clongside, 
The following is an extract from 
the report of her commander:— 
June 6, 1235, Fired port bow 
tube, Torpedo failed to run, Fired 
staiboard bow Tube and observed 
track heading for the larger. vessel 
- Two explosions were heard, 
is probable that the stray 
torpedo found a mark as well as 
the one directed at the ship lying 
alongside the arsenal, Dived to 75 
feet and turned to go out. Ground- 
ed heavily at 70 feet and bounced 
quickly to 40 feet, Further rise 
was checked by going iull speed 
astern and flooding internal tanks, 
‘Th: ship's head then swung from 
SSE, through East and North to 
West, It was therefore concluded 
that ‘the vessel was resting on the 
shoal under the Leander Tower and 
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being turned round by the current. 
Heid was then brought round to 
South and the motors started ahoat 
when the boat bumped gently down 
to $5 feet of water. After bumping 
along for sometime at this depth, 
the boat was brought off the bot- 
fom, On bringing the boat to the 
surface about 20 minutes later, she 
was found to be well clear of the » 
entrance." ‘The next day (June 
7) “E11” passed Gallipolt at 90 feel, 
On coming up she observed a large 
emply troop ship anchored by 
Moussa bank, but reserved torpe- 
oes in the hope of finding a battie- 
ship lower down, Proceeded below 
‘Nagara and examined the straits as 
far’ as Chanak. Seeing nothing 
turned round and went back and 
torpedoed and sank tho large 
troop ship, afterwards contint- 
ing the journey down the 
strait, 2 pm, “Trim became quite 
abnormal, necessitating the admit- 
tance of 8 tons of water to get the 
boat down to 70 fect, 3. pm. 
Heerdva noise similar to ground: 
ingknowing this to be impos 
sible—I came up to investigate and 
observed a large mine preceeding 
the periscope at a distance of 20 
feet, which was apparently hung 
up by its moorings to the port by 
hydroplanes, Continued our course 
out of the straits at a depth of 30 
feat, as it was impossible to come 
up to clear the mine owing to the 
batteries on shor.” Later. . 
“Went full speed astern and blew 
water from the after tanks, this 
Teaving the bow submerged and the 
stern on the surface, when the rush 
of water from the serews, together 
with tho stern way gathered, al~ 
lowed the mine {o fall clear ahead 
cof the vessel.”

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In recent years much has been 
heard in China about rural bank- 
rupley and many methods of rural 
reconstruction are advocated to im~ 
proved the environment of the farmer 
by attacking illiteracy, disease and 
debt, ‘The spring of 1096 finds cer- 
tain areas in North Honan in the grip 
of perilous economic forces which 
bid fair to challenge, and possibly 
overthrow, those influences “which 
make for ‘stability. 

In some districts the present dis- 
tress Is" due to famine conditions. 
brought about by flood or drought. 
But these special factors merely make 
‘wotse a situation which has been 
growing more serious for some years. 
‘Many peacefut cllizens are driven to 
desperation, and the worst effects 
‘are. on young people who are often 
impelled to join the bandits rather 
‘than face starvation, 

‘The population of North China de- 
pends for subsistence almost exclu 
sively on agriculture, In most places 
the main spring crop is wheat or 
barley, and in the autumn millet, 
sorghum or corn. Many other crops 
‘ere of course grown, varying {rom 
‘one area to another, but in the main 
those mentioned are the staple food 
of the people, and without these pro- 
Quets they cannot live. The im- 
mediate cause of distréss in inost 
districts Js the high cost of cereals 
fof the Inability of families to pr 
Auce or buy suMelent to sustain life 
But the underlying cause of unrest 
in thig and other recent years is the 
inability of the ordinary farmer to 
obtain credit for productive enter- 
pprlses, or money to tide him over an 
Umergency, at fair rates of interest, 


No Rural Credit Facttities 

‘What is true for the farmer is also 
true for the entrepreneur in the in~ 
terior who has no access to credit 
facilities provided by banks or whole~ 
sale producers. ‘The result is that 
an attitude of despair prevails 
throughout large areas, Particular 
manifestations are famine conditions 
refusal to pay taxes, open lawle: 
ness of many kinds including mi 
Tooting of property and banditry on 
‘a scale unheard of before. Rich 
‘people are fleeing to the walled cities 
‘and in many places the authorities 
fare quite powerless to cope with the 
situation, 

It doos not do to generalize about 
conditions in China. Let us therefore 
‘state facts, giving cases which have 
come to our notice within recent 
months. About a year ago a new 
official was appointed head of a sub- 
division. He made it known that it 
was his intention {o clear out the 
bandits in his area, ‘The result was 
that his home was attacked. and all 
‘but one in the family wer massacred. 
Not only did this sub-official never 
dare to fo back to the district under 
his administration, but the same has 
been true of all the county oMcials. 

‘The magistrate, who ccme full of 
enthusiasm for rooting out banditry, 
lost his ardour ond after a first 
attempt never again stirred out of 
the city after robbers. In the part 
‘of the county which borders on the 
hills the people are in open revolt 
against increased taxes and have re~ 
fused to pay. 


Murder at Migh Neon 

‘Last spring an officer and two men 
allached to. the provineial militia 
Secured a short leave to attend a 
theatre on a fair day. Returning te 
the railway station they were shot 
dend by bandits right in the street 
‘of a large village at high noon, Not 
f soul dared to do anything ‘about 
this case. During about one month 
the militia lost 30 men in a district 
near the Taoching Railway, in one 
of the most fertile areas in the prov- 
nce, 

‘Not only are soldiers attacked but 
rich men are held to ransom for 
fabulous sums. and even small 
farmers are likely to have their 
homes entered. It is dangerous for 
‘any Chinese to travel with money on 
his person—he might be shot for 
$10. ‘This kind of thing is going on 
more of less openly all over North 
Honan. ‘The people have _ little 
‘sympathy for the Government, for 
they know that soldiers are afraid 
of bandits, 

Farmers feel that they get nothin, 
from the. Government except de- 
mands for foxes, and almost no 
service for what’ they pay. Each 
village has to establish its own sehool, 
and pay its own teacher if it wants 
education, In addition to paying 
taxes any man may have to worl: on 
some new road; the road may be dug 
through part of his land and there 
willbe no compensation offered to

does noi provide transportation facill- 
ties for the farmer's produce. Carls 
‘are not allowed on the new roads. 
‘This is a wise arrangement, for heavy 
carts eut up dirt motor roads, but all 
the same it does not improve relations 
between the “Government and the 
farmer. 


No Rhyme or Reason 

Last summer, just before the wheat] 
was ripe, orders went out in a cer- 
Tain district to dig a wide moat 
around the city wall. ‘The work was 
done by forced labour, just at the 
season when all farmers were busy;| 
in addition, many acres of wheat 
which might have been harvested had 
the Government been willing to delay 
fone month, was destroyed in the 
process of widening the moat. No 
eompensation was given, and what 
Is more, no one can see the value of 
the new moat to the city or the com- 
munity, 

During this spring each district has] 
hod to arrange for the assembling of 
Jorge stores of wheat. It was under-| 
stood that the orders came from the 
Central Government, and that the| 
wheat was to be used for relief pur- 
poses in case of shortage of food, So 
far as one can tell. no, wheat has 
been given out for relief, but some 
at any rate has been shipped out by 
train, and the price of grain is zising. 

‘Whether the Government is storing! 
grain for military purposes is not 
Known, but the wheat has to be pro- 
vided by each county. ‘This means 
‘extra taxes. and increased dissatis- 
faction, In some places carts carry- 
ing wheat have been looted. ‘This is 
understandable when hungry people 
see stores of wheat being taken away 
from needy areas. 


Hungry and Desperate 

Most people do not remember such 
widespread distress az we sce in this 
region since the years of the great 
famine in 1920-21, Beggars have 
never been so numerous. A few days| 
‘ago while visiting a village where 
most people are poor, several groups 
fof beggars came asking for food and 
Something was always given to them. 
‘These beggars are not professionals 
‘but just hungry and desperate people. 
When a family takes to Leguing, the 
young folks join the bandits and the 
‘alder people pick up whut they can 
fet going from door to door. 

‘And all this is because the average 
family ‘cannot get enough credit to 
tide over the erisis. Wide experience 
hhas shown that about $10 available 
In the aulumn will carry a family’ 
‘over till wheat harvest in June. Most| 
families ‘in North China have land, 
but in a bad yeor they may need a 
few extra dollars in cash. But there 
is no way of getting this money, No 
fone wants to buy land, so that citizens| 
with potential assets are often with~ 
out minimum necessities. 

It all seems a vicious circle. On 
the one hand there are good people 
who may own land, houses and 
agricultural equipment unable to get| 
money and unable to pay taxes. On 
the other hand there is a class of 
people who have made money. who| 
have funds ott at interest, who are 
accumulating land; yet ‘they are 
afraid to move about the country, 
afraid for their lives, and for thelr 
property, What use ‘are possession: 
When the owner lives in terror of 
his life, when he is afraid to spend 
for enjoyable goods, and when he 
demands interest at 3 (o § per cent, 
per month, 


State of Incipient Anarehy 

Life in the rural districts is in 
tolerable, business in the towns is 
stagnant and the country is in a state| 
of incipient anarchy. Fundamentally 
the problem is economic, and the 
greatest need is eredit for the farmer 
‘and the business man—credit on rea- 
sonable terms. The usual rate of in- 
terest in this region is from 3 to § 
per cent, per month with first morts- 
‘ages on improved lands and buildings, 
Under very favourable circumstances 
people are able to pay back principal 
nd interest and make a profit. ‘That 
is to say. an abundant harvest, 
rapid turnover of capital or a wide 
margin of profit will enable a person| 
to repay a loan. But most cases do 
hot enjoy favourable circumstances, | 
not so. favourable that 36 to 60 per 
cent, interest per annum can be met. 
Like in the bad old days in Europe| 

ind America, to get into the grip of 
the moneylender Is the beginning of 
ruin, 

‘The farmer borrows money to tide! 
over his family from one harvest to| 
the next, or to pay for a wedding or 
for “0 funeral, With a bounti- 
ful harvest he may be able to 
come out pn top, but he probably 
thas fo sell his grain when prices are| 
low, immediately after harvest. |The 
‘small. business man may operate on. 
ar eapital of $100 or less, but one éan 




















imagine the turnover and the profit 
hhe must make to pay interest on his! 
Toan. . 
Exorbitani Interest 

‘There is an excellent mine near 
here which produces the very, best] 
‘anthracite coal. Capital is needed, a) 
few thousand dollars. to pay wages! 
‘and to market the coal, but it cannot} 
be had for less than 5 per cent, o 
‘month; the money cannot be returned 
to the moneylender in less than six’ 
months, although it is only needed| 
for a few weeks. 

‘in the came district where coal is 
mined, many of the young men make 
a living in winter by going to Shanst 
‘and buying iron products. They carry 
the goods back to Honan -and sell 
them, making money really on the| 
transportation. All the capital they 
need is about $5, yet they can only 
get it by paying 5 per cent. ¢ month 
for six months. Any man who can 
‘carry good load, or prsh 2 wheel- 
arrow, can make his living in the 
winter 'by transportating goods trom 
the place where they are produced 
to some other district where they are 
searee, and where they con Se sold at, 
a profit, : 

Ail the capital needed is enough 
money to buy whatever load can be 
‘carried or pushed, but it cannot be 
had for less than 3 per cent. and 
maybe 5 per cent a month, depend: 
ing on the’ district and the Snanci 
standing of the borrower. One can 
Understand how keen competition is, 
‘and how desperate people become 
When the venture fails and there is 
no grain for food. 

"The pieture painted Is black indeed. 
bbut it is likely that conditions are 
just es bad in other parts of China 
Is there no remedy? Is there noth- 
ing that the Government could do? 
Can the banks help? 


Credit Facllities Needed 
It is because a remedy has been 
found, and because it is working in 
certain areas that this story has been 
told. ‘The solution of a great part of 
the problem of unrest, banditry and 
insecurity could be brought about by 
the extension of simple eredit facill- 
ties, ‘The best way to do this is by 
the formation of co-operative credit 
societies. It is true that the enterprise 
demands a large scale campaign of 
‘education, tact and patience, and even 
courage in view of conditions now’ 
prevailing; but surely the task is not 
beyond the resources of China. 
‘Atter the Yellow River flood in the 
‘autumn of 1933 money was loaned to 
several villages in Wenhsien which 
hhad suffered very heavily. It ought 
to be noted that at any time previous 
ly when relief was given to flood or 
famine sufferers, it was in outright 
donations of food, clothing or cash, 
though the recipients sometime: 
worked on roads or other projects. 
Beginning -with 1933 the money is- 
sued has been in the form of loans. 


Successful Experiment 

‘The experiments begun in Wen 
hhsien in 1933 proved so successful 
that the same methods have been 
‘used increasingly ever since. Because 
‘of the fact that some actual experi 
‘ence has been gained, and more parti- 
cularly because it is felt that small 
sums of money wisely used can do 
much not only to alleviate distress, 
Dut to help solve some of the most 
lurgent economic problems in rural 
China, it will probably be of interest 
to show what actually happens in a 
single village. In this area most of 
the work has been done through mis- 
sion organization. ‘The money has 
been provided in part by the China 
International Famine Relief Commis- 
sion, and some has come from other 
sources. 

The area around Pingkao in Wen- 
hhslen county suffered from floods in 
the summer of 1933, In the early 
‘utumn requests for help came from 
some Christian families there. As 
soon as possible an investigator was 
sent to discover how serious the situ- 
ation was. After “gathering reli- 
able information he called a meeting 
of responsible men in the village. It 
‘was explained to them that a small 
jsum of money could be made evail- 
able provided a group could be form- 
‘ed to assume responsibility, The total 
amount to be provided was not to 
exceed $200 and the amount to be 
borrowed by any one family varied 
from §5 to $10. In this ease the in- 
terest charged was only 5 per cent. 
per annum, and the loan was to be 
repaid in a year. Principal and in- 
terest were returned at the time of 
maturity of the loan, 

In this district some new loans were 
made the following year, for although 
flood conditions had passed. the need 
for money was still acute. As loans 
were repaid the money was used as 
a revolving fund to further extend 
credit facilities. z

Conditions More Acute 
‘Additional sums of money were 
made available for the extension of 
credit facilities in needy areas, ond 
Yarge expansion has taken place in 
the provision of subsistence loans. 
Money issued Inst autumn was given 
in most cases in time for farmers to 
buy seed wheat. The loans bear in- 
terest at the rate of 1 per cent. per 
‘month, and are to be repaid in twenty 
‘thus giving farmers a period 
iz three harvests to recover 
from adverse conditions 

Tn making loans, arrangements are 
conclided with a ‘responsible village 
group, and each member recelving 
help gives a first mortgage on his 
land, “Persons who are known to be 
camblers of users of opium are not 
eligible to get money, and as the 
Village group assumes joint respon~ 
sibility it is to their advantage to 
Brevent the wrong people receiving 
help.

‘Small Loan Suffielent 
‘The experience of the years has 
‘shown that the most good ean be done 
by Keeping down the amount Issued 
to any one family to about $6 to $6. 
‘A very small sum is sufficient to tide 
‘a family over between harvests, and 
when the money is issued as a’ loan 
the recipient maintains his self-re~ 
spect. Perhaps more important, in 
view of the need for provision of 
rural credits, Is the fact that each 
community recelving aid is not only 
receiving benefit but is participating 
in a necessary educational process. 

‘During recent months several 
thousand dollars have been issued in 
subsistence loans over a wide area, 
Catholic and protestant missionaries 
‘co-operating with the China Interna- 
tional Famine Reliet Commission and 
other agencles'in carrying on the good 
work. 

‘One Chinese member of the organi 
tion administering the loans has had 
special training in co-operative 
methods, and is “giving most of his 
time to extending this needy service. 

‘In view of the unsettled conditions 
prevailing in rural areas,“and of the

| A COUNTRY DIARY 











April 20: T have come to the con- 
clusion that the present time Is 
Practically the equivalent of that first 
month with an “R” in it which, ac- 
cording to the European calenda 
marks ‘the opening of the oyster 
Season: it is, In fact, the time when 
the native freshwater Mussel Is ready 
for consumption....or it may merely 
be that now the first erops are 
planted the countryman finds time to 
£0 In search of them. However this! 
may be, I now sce squads of work- 
ers every morning, bare to the hips, 
standing knee-deep in slimy creeks, 
emptying the water out with wicker 
skovels, and digging up these mighty’ 
molluses fram the mud. ‘These large 
Mussels, some of them larger than a| 
man’s hand, are known to the Chinese 
as “Pang” (or “Bang” in the local 
dialect), “Swan Mussels” to Euro- 
[peans, and as Anodonto woodiana to 
those of scientific bent. ‘The interior| 
anatomy looks to me something like 
the yolk of an egg which has been, 
kept too long, and I think it Is not! 
to be wondered at that the smaller 
sizes are said to make the best eat~ 
ing: but what interests me most about 
these mussels is the uses to which 
the shells are pul.

THE CROWN 


‘The now Vicerogal régime in India 
has its personal interest for women 
in that “it always involves the 
assumption of important social dutles 
by, the Viceroy's' wife, 

‘The Marchioness of Linlithgow, 
supported by her three daughters, the 
[Ladies Anne, Joan and Doreen Hope, 
lias now taken over the duties 20 
energetically performed for the last 
five years by that experienced 


| “Ladysahib", the Countess of Willing. 


Jdon. “Some day a writer will endea- 
jvour to do justice to the long line 
Jof women who have mantully helped 
their “husbands in carrying the 
burden of the heaviest post in the 
service of the Crown outside the 
[British Isles. OMeially the Viceroy's 
‘wife has no status, in the sense that she 
is not Vicereine.' That fact is always 
made clear in the carefully governed 
larrangements for big. offeial occa~ 
sions, such as a Durbar, when the 
lehair in which the Viceroy sits is 
Ja few inches in advance of the one 
set apart for his wife. Tike the wite 
‘of each of the other Ave Governors: 
JGeneral in the British Empire the 
Viceroy’s wife is entitled to be called 
Her Excellency, and that privilege is 
rot accorded to any other women in 
ithe Empire, although slipshod prac- 
tice oecasionally overlooks that point. 





An Inspiration 


‘The part which the Viceroy's wife 
plays to the credit of her order is 
that of giving Inspiration to move- 
‘ments for the social advancement of 
the women and the children of the huge 
‘country over which her husband 
rules. ‘The names of many institu 
Hons bear testimony to this honour- 
Jable record. For instance, the Lady 
Minto Nursing Association com- 
/memorates a noble effort to supply 
skilled muirses to the Europeans 
seattered all over India, The Lady 
Dufferin Fund has long served in 
ossisting Indian women and children 
to oblain medical” ald and» skilled 
surgical attention. ‘The Lady. Her- 
‘dinge Medical College for Women 
was. the first institution to be built 
in New Delhi and commemorates the 
memory of a noble woman who—like 
Lady Curzon—might fair be said to 
have given her life for India in that 
her early death, after retirement, 
was the direct ‘result of the shock 
she had sustained when her husband 
‘was bombed and seriously wounded 
in ‘entoring Delhi in 1912. To-day 
memories of the gracious personality 
‘of Lady Curzon, the only American- 
born Viceroy's wife, recall the great 
Coronation Durbar of 1902 when her 
bearing and charm were the theme

‘Therefore when 
the Viceroy visits 'a State his wite 
can valuably reinforce his labours 
by making her entry into the zenana 
where men cannot go. So Vicercoy's 
wives have developed the practice 
of holding purdah parties at which 
high-born Indian ladies can bee 
lertained, Most claborato arrange: 
ments are made for prosorving the 
purdah of these ladies, their motor- 
fears in Delhi or thelr’ rickshaws in 
‘Simla are hoavily veiled as they go 
to the vicoregal residence, and tho 
servants take special precautions to 
see that whero they are received by 
Her Excellency no possibility of 
male intrusion can occur. On one 
cceasion history relates these precau- 
ions were inadequate, A” newly 
Joined ADC. in the ‘scarlet and 
fold of his oMce, lost his way and 
lundered into a’ room full of silk, 
jewels and ivory faces.
